Lone Star wants rate hike 


Lone Star Gas Company has filed a request for 
a rate increase which it is estim ated would raise 
the Georgetown residential custom er s average 
monthly bill for natural gas by about $1.97. 
Lone Star’s local m anager B. B. “ Bill’’ Smith 
filed the application asking for an eight percent 
annual rate of return here on Thursday, for 
consideration by the Georgetown City Council at 
its next regular m eeting November 9. “ We would 
like this to go into effect November 19,” said 
Smith. 
According to the local manager. Lone Star’s 
Georgetown distribution system earned only a 
.18 percent rate of return in 1975, and needs 
$76,784 to cover its revenue deficiency. 
HE EXPLAINED that Lone Star has ex­ 
perienced increased costs of operation due 
mainly to inflation and unrecovered costs of 
purchased gas, which he said substantially 
eroded the com pany’s earnings. 
“These costs result from the rapidly rising gas 
prices during the last few years,” said Smith. 
“ For exam ple, our average cost of gas climbed 
from 18c per thousand cubic feet (M cf) in 1971 to 


$1.03 in June of this year. a 472 percent increase. 
Utility earnings declined from $23.3 million in 
1971 to $13.1 million in 1975, or 44 percent.” 
Smith added that Lone Star had unrecovered 
gas costs of $14.2 million during the 14 months 
ended in August, 
though 
the 
Texas State 
Railroad Commission authorized the company in 
June of 1975 to recover 85 percent of its increase 
in the average cost of gas (above a base of 73 
cen ts) from 
resid en tial 
and com m ercial 
deliveries at the city gate. 
LONE STAR was granted a Georgetown rate 
increase of 12.76 percent just over a year ago, in 
September of 1975. It was estim ated then that the 
hike would raise the local residential customer's 
average monthly 
bill 
(based on estimated 
consumption of 7,000 Mcf) by about $1.34, or 
about $16 per year. The estim ated increase for 
the current request is based on estimated 
monthly usage of 8,000 Mcf 
“ It s mainly the higher price of gas at the 
wellhead,” Smith explained, adding that Lone 
Star has exp erien ced inflation throughout 
several aspects of its operation. 


Asked whether the current increase request 
would take care of the com pany’s needs. Smith 
said, "We hope this will take care of it; we feel 
like this is the request we ll go with.” In June of 
1975, the company sought a IO* per thousand 
cubic feet increase, then revised that the request 
upward to 19.8* in July. 


“ WE FEEL the request is fully justified, and 
we feel we can prove this through the exhibits we 
have filed with the city,” said Smith. “We hope 
they won t cut our request any If they do. w e’d 
just have to deal with it at that tim e." 


Smith said the company is examining its rates 
of return in other Texas cities as well, and may 
file rate increase requests elsewhere. He said it 
was his understanding that the company has 
filed one such request in Killeen. 


Georgetown Mayor John Doerfler said he had 
not had time to study the rate increase requests 
and so would prefer not to comment. “ But I 
understand it would be a substantial increase,” 
he did say.

Absentee vote picks up ofter slow start 


Eight persons m ade it to Williamson County 
Clerk Dick Cervenka’s office to vote absentee in 
person Wednesday morning, the first absentee 
voting day, but 28 m ore had followed suit by the 
end of the week. 
Although about 200 absentee ballots for the 
county have been m ailed overseas and outside 
the state, any registered Williamson County 
voter who will be within the county between 
October 13 and 29, the duration of the absentee 
voting period, must vote in person at the clerk’s 
office if he will not be able to vote at the polls 
November 2. 
Of course, only persons who were registered at 
least 30 days before the election — by October I 
— are eligible to vote in the presidential election. 
“Lots of people think they can come in here and 
register and then vote absentee but you can’t do 
it,” Cervenka reiterated. 
“We cannot mail ballots out after the 29th,” he 
reminded persons who %U! be outside the county 
not only on November 2 but all (luring the ab­ 
sentee voting period, “ but we can receive a voted 
ballot until I p.m. the day of the election. 
“ If you are in the county you have to vote 
absentee in person,” he stressed. 
Persons 65 and older are exempt from this 
ruling, however, as are those who are physically 
unable to vote in person. 
Persons using the physical disability exem p­ 
tion to vote absentee by mail must accom pany 
their request for an application for an absentee 


ballot with a doctor’s certificate confirming the 
disability. 
“ A LOT OF PEOPLE are still confused about 
voting this ballot, because in a party primary 
election once you have voted you have to stay 
with that party. 
“ But in a general election — like this one — the 
voter can vote anyway he chooses: straight or 
mixed, for an independent or write-in can­ 
didates. 
“The only thing involved there is that when 
you have voted in a party election there is a 
pledge on the ballot that you would support the 
party nominees—but that's only a pledge. That’s 
not the law, because no one knows how you vote 
on the general election. 


“You vote however you feel you should vote,” 
said the county clerk. 
He also urges each voter to com e to the polls 
prepared: bring your voter registration card. 
“ It’s much easier for the voter and the people 
who are working with the election. If they don’t 
bring their cards then they have to sign an af- 
fadavit stating they have lost or misplaced the 
registration card 
Not only federal and state candidates but 
district, county and local nominees will appear 
on Williamson County ballots. 
Locally only the Georgetown county com ­ 
m issioners’ position is contested, with Democrat 
Carl Lidell facing Republican Jim m y Coffman in 
that race.

This argument could go on and on, of course. Mr. 
Farrell, it must be observed, however, has certainly 
changed his tune. He wanted that $100,000 for the 
Taylor show and he wanted it bad, just a few weeks 
ago. He didn’t qualify the need, the whole thing was 
great, if only it was put in Taylor! Then, just a few 
days ago, he wanted the money split fifty-fifty. Now he 
says the whole thing is of doubtful merit anyway, 
which isn’t what the entire Williamson County 
Livestock Association organization believed when it 
decided to make the request. 
As we see them, the plain facts are: 
Georgetown is the county seat. 
The Williamson County Livestock Association 
established a county show here long before Taylor 
thought of starting a competitive show in Taylor. 
The business people of Williamson County are being 
asked, since the Taylor show began, to provide 
roughly $100,000 a year in support of the two projects. 
In recognition of this burden and to create a better 
show with more adequate facilities, the Williamson 
County Livestock Association voted unanimously to 
ask the County fathers to put a $100,000 facility at the 
official county show, at the county seat. 
Everybody was happy until the Taylor paper 
decided to grab the money and the show for Taylor. 
Farrell’s statem ent that no one would have to lose is 
contradictory to what he has written in the past, 
namely that spending the $100,000 in Taylor would be a 
mighty fine thing for the county dads to do. 
The squabble has been detrimental to good relations 
between the two ends of the county. Detente has been 
dealt a blow. A return of the chilly relationship bet­ 
ween the two towns is threatened, after so many 
serious-thinking, concerned people worked together 
several decades to end the bickerings that had divided 
the county for so long.

Passengers also were re­ 
quired to help pull the coach out of mudholes and lend the driver a 
hand if repairs were needed 
Stage lines were big business, however. By the middle 1860's, 
more than 30 companies were operating in Texas. They required 
some 2.000 horses and mules as motive power Four to six horses 
or mules were needed to pull the typical stage at an average 
speed of five to eight miles an hour 
A good day s travel was 50 miles and often less. At night both 
passengers and the horses or mules rested at one of the many 
small inns built especially for the convenience of the stage lines 
Lodging was usually dormitory style, with men in one room and 
women in another Food varied from bad to worse

Harry Hotspur says thai if he hears about one more pol­ 
itician who ls absolutely ‘ unflappable’' or another quar­ 
terback who never loses his poise under fire," he will — 
he gives the world fair warning - blow his cool 
What is it. Harry ll wonders, that gets Americans so 
excited about those who keep their heads while all 
around I hem are losing theirs'’ 
The publishing of Mary Hemingway's memoir, "How 
It Was, reminds Harry of Kmest Hemingway's justly 
famous definition of courage as "grace under pressure." 
Here, he believes, is the Code of Cool at its best, yet 
what a mixed effect it has had’ Public faces from Hum­ 
phrey Bogart to John F Kennedy have set themselves 
at temperatures from frozen solid to just-this-side-of- 
thaw as the American male has practiced looking like a 
Hemingway hero 
As a branch of stoicism, as a style of behavior for 
men in a bad situation (such as war or running out of 
gas on the Painted Desert), the Code of Cool cannot be 
faulted, Harry concedes He thinks the problem occurs 
when this cnsis-phiiosophy - essentially designed for 
survival in physical emergencies - is applied as an all­ 
purpose approach to life. 
Harry’s simplified and selected history of American 
archetypes reads like this: 
I. The father of all codes of cool: the puritan. For 
the puritan, "grace under pressure" held an ironic

double meaning. He may have had the light, but it was, 
in Ingmar Bergman’s ptrase, "a winter’s tight.” 
2. 
The frontiersman - surviving wild beasts and In­ 
dians (so his myth went) by total cool. The frosty-blue, 
long-distance eye said it all. Next to his long rifle, boy 
was the frontiersman ever his own best friend: 
3. The Yankee - that walking pocket-calculator. 
Think of Benjamin Franklin, rating at the top of his 
moral echelon cool virtues like “Order,” "Cleanliness,’’ 
“Frugality " 
A The tycoon, otherwise known as Horatio Alger on 
ice Money is certainly the coolest of values, and the 
fact that it has become for too many Americans the 
chief value should, Harry thinks, send a chill down the 
spine. 
Even if one analyzes the historical correctives to 
these archetypes, one tends to find only a counter- 
coolness, Harry points out. Consider the presumably 
anti puritan swinger - did any playboy in history ever so 
worship coolness? Or take the salvation-seekers of the 
Ste and 70s, renouncing the frigid zones of materialism 
- for what? A whole variety of Zen-menthol philosophies 
whose promise is a coolness, an ultimate tranquillity all 
too often bordering, alas, on cosmic indifference. 
Leslie H. Farber, a brilliant essayist on American 
character, has confronted the whole phenomenon as weU 
as anybody, Harry believes. We moderns, Farber ar­ 
gues, trust almost desperately in the power of the will,

POLITICAL PIPELINE: A 
major Watergate issue that has 
never really been resolved has 
been raised to nag the Ford 
campana It has been charged 
that Gerald Ford, as House Re 
publican leader, helped to block 
an early investigation of the Wa­ 
tergate scandal in 1972. 
The late Congressman Weight 
Patman of Texas tried to start 


this investigation of Watergate. 
But the White House succeeded 
in aborting the investigation 
back in October 1972. Ford 
testified twice in 1973 that he 
wasn't involved in the coverup. 
But on the Watergate tapes, 
Richard Nixon can be heard dis­ 
cussing the Patman investiga­ 
tion inside the Oval Office. The 
former President said he wanted 
hLs aide. John Ehrlichman. to 
talk to Gerald Ford about block­ 
ing this early Watergate probe. 
But apparently, no one ever 
bothered to ask Ehrlichman 
whether he spoke to Ford. Not 
even the Watergate prosecutors 
put the question to him. So we 
reached Ehrlichman in New 
Mexico and asked him. His 
answer was absolutely no; he 
had not asked Ford to intervene 
to block the Patman probe. 
DANDY DRIVERS: The top 
military brass like to be 
chauffeured around Washington 
in style. Their civilian drivers 
used to wear what they liked on 
the job. But their clothing wasn’t 
siappy enough to suit the brass 
hats. 
So the Pentagon has been 
dressing up its civilian drivers in 
chauffeurs’ uniforms.

IT PAYS TO BE POOR 
Young Paul is getting married this month. 
Parents at such a time are likely to reflect on the 
similarities and the differences “back when we started 
housekeeping.” 
THE SPARKLE in the eyes is the same, generation after 
generation, but the economic facts of life keep changing. 
I know what diligence it is going to require for my son and 
his bride to make their house payments and car payments 
and otherwise to upkeep themselves — and it hurts me. 
The young folks are too happy right now to care, but it 
hurts me to realize that they are both going to have to work to 
make ends meet. And that, both working, their take-home 
pay will be less than what a poor family in Chicago receives 
for doing nothing! 
It pays to be poor. 
SOME POLITICIANS are making political hay of a Census 
Bureau report that “the number of poor people in the United 
States is increasing. 
The report identifies the “poverty 
level” as less than $5,500 per year. But that report, focusing 
on "cash income,” is deceiving. 
An average family with no cash income at all is hardly 
“poor” anymore. 
For example. Take a typical family in the much publicized 
Cabrini-Green apartments in Chicago. This is “government 
housing.” 
Taxpayers subsidize the families housed therein at an 
annual cost of $6,500 per unit. (And that cost escalates every 
year.) 


AVERAGE WELFARE for each family in that housing 
project amounts, in round figures, to $3,500. 
Now the poor family has an equivalent net income of 
$10,000 a year. 
But that’s not all. 
Additionally, the average family in that housing project 
will receive food stamps, medical and dental care, totaling 
another thousand dollars a year. This makes the cost to you 
the taxpayer, of upkeeping a typical family in Cabrini-Green 
$11,000. 
And that’s not all. 
AVERAGE COST for public housing construction in the 
United States is $30,000 per apartment. 
Now we add the cost of constructing the housing plus the 
interest cost (to the taxpayer) and the several other welfare 
benefits which occupants can claim -and the poor family, for 
doing nothing, is being upkept by you at a cost of $13 OOO per 
year. 
It is difficult to construe any such family as “poor.” Rather 
it is the medium-income taxpaying wage earner who is poor. 
For, because these welfare families pay no taxes, you’d 
have to earn more than $15,000 a year to end up with as much 
as they get for doing nothing. 
UP TO HERE, I’m documented with specific dollars and 
cents. But from here on, I have found nobody who can 
compute the less obvious costs of maintaining that poor 
family for these costs involve additional county and city aid 
which varies: 
-Costs of building and staffing medical centers and day­ 
care centers. 


-T h e astronomical bureaucracy - federal, regional and 
local 


- The physical buildings and personnel in the several 
departments involved in the administration 
ployment and welfare including food 
medical and educational aid. 
A CONSERVATIVE guesstimate of these additional costs 
which taxpayers pay to support so-called “poor people” 
brings the total bill to approximately $20,000 per family per 


Now you see why it was cheaper to care for the poor when 
we allowed volunteer charities to do it!

AUSTIN NOTEBOOK 
By S tuart Long 


AUSTIN — “Look out how you use proud words,” 
the poet Carl Sandburg warned. 
“When you let proud words go, it is not easy to call 
them back. They wear long boots, hard boots.” 
Words — proud and otherwise — are what political 
campaigns are made of — and both presidential 
candidates this year have watched their words 
striding off into the distance, leaving them coughing 
and wheezing in the dust. 
Jimmy Carter’s famous—or infamous—interview 
and remarks about Lyndon Johnson and Gerald 
Ford’s faux pas on Eastern Europe have marched off 
into history—although no one is sure yet which can­ 
didate may end up looking at his slip as a major 
misstep, and which as only an unpleasant footnote. 
Words breed words—in press conferences, in 
debates, and in pulpits. 
Witness Dr. W. A. Criswell’s endorsement of Gerald 
Ford last week. 
That provoked thousands of words—some critical, 
some laudatory. 
Criswell’s remarks were seen by some as violating 
the spirit of separating church and state. 
Others saw the action as an exercise in freedom of 
speech — and as taking a stand in the best tradition of 
Christian citizenship. 
Such is the impact of words, and on such sometimes 
slight appearing things great issues often turn. 
Words from the two candidates and their sup­ 
porters, such as Dr. Criswell, are likely to turn the 
question of how Texas goes — since indications are 
that the presidential race here grows tighter and 
tighter as Nov. 2 nears. 
Carter’s campaign officials aren’t saying what the 
polls indicate on Carter’s situation in Texas, although 
Chairman Bob Armstrong reports Carter is leading 
with 55 to 58 per cent of the vote, 
Ford’s campaign workers here say the margin for 
Carter is only four per cent — and they say they’re 
closing the gap. 
Earlier, Carter’s lead appeared to be around eight 
or nine per cent — so his advantage has been trimmed 
substantially— but not disastrously. 
Meanwhile, words continue to fly—with Ronald 
Reagan coming to Texas to launch some on behalf of 
the man who defeated him for the GOP nomination. 
Several factors will be involved in the November 
election — with weather and the question of who can 
turn out their voters being among the major ones. 
Traditionally, the Republicans do better at getting 
their folks out than do the Democrats, per capita — so 
the GOP is hoping for a light turnout. 
Accordingly, the Democrats are targeting the 13 
most populous counties for special get-out-the-vote 
efforts. 
But most observers feel the biggest factor this year 
is which candidate makes the worst mistake — or 
which one makes the worst mistake closest to election 
day. 
That mistake—or mistakes could come at the third 
of the presidential debates, they believe. 
So both candidates will be watching their words 
carefully — since both have seen firsthand how 
damaging an inapt comment (fan be. 
If they don’t know, they can always ask Earl Butz. 
“A word fitly spoken,” as it says in Proverbs, “is 
like apples of gold in pictures of silver.” 
But one bad slip of the tongue can cost an elec­ 
tion—since voters ultimately have the last word.

Kevin Dobson no 
longer rides the rails

NEW YORK -- Kevin Dob­ 
son bounced his 20-month- 
old daughter in his arms, 
a n d lo o k e d 
up T h ird 
Avenue from the mid-Thir- 
ties on M anhattan’s east 
side. 
“Boy do I know this area,” 
he exclaimed. “I used to 
work this neighborhood, 
and not too long ago. I drove 
cabs, and I bartended here 
-- a t 
a 
p la c e c a lle d 
Brews’s.” 
That was only five years 
ago, before he went to 
Hollywood to pursue an ac t­ 
ing c a re e r th a t is now 
b e g in n in g to p a y o ff 
h a n d s o m e ly . K e v in is 
Detective Bobby Crocker on 
“Kojak.” The show has been 
a hit, and for Telly Savalas, 
its main character, stardom 
has been extraoridnary the 
past year. Much rubs off on 
the supporting cast. 
Dobson stood at the cor­ 
ner during a break in shoot­ 
ing of a K ojak episode. 
Shooting in New York not 
only pleased Savalas, but 
d e l i g h t e d D o b s o n . It 
brought both back home. 
A little more than five 
y e a rs ago, Dobson w as 
punching tickets as a con­ 
ductor on the Long Island 
Railroad. His wife’s sister 
knew someone who m ade 
good money in com m er­ 
cials, and she thought Kevin 
had the right look for com­ 
mercials. He was a good­ 
looking, wiry type, who 
had played and starred in 
baseball at high school, but 
s a w h is c h a n c e f o r 
organized baseball disin­ 
te g ra te when he had to go 
into the Armed Services. 
B ack hom e a fte r the 
A rm y, w orking for the 
LIRR looked like a secure 
future. But the notion of 
com m ercials appealed to 
him, so he put together a 
portfolio and started m ak­ 
ing the rounds, wearing a 
business suit, carrying the 
portfolio. 


But no m atter where he 
was, Dobson never forgot he 
had to make the 5:15 at 
Penn Station. He carried his 
c o n d u c to r’s cap in his 
portfolio. 
It didn’t take long to be 
cast in commercials. In fact, 
his first effort proved suc­ 
cessful, and it whetted his 
appetite for acting 
He left the railroad and 
started hacking, joining the 
N e ig h b o rh o o d T h e a te r, 
enlisting in classes, and act­ 
ing off-off-Broadway. 
“I’d run my cab until cur­ 
tain time, then drive up to 
the theater, park, go in and 
rush to the sta g e .’’ he 
recalled. 
It led to a part in the na­ 
tional company of “The Im­ 
possible Years." That led 
him to HOLLYWOOD. 
Roles did not come easy. 
So he w ent\back to the 
railroads. He got a job as an 
apprentice engineer. 
“I jockeyed the engine.- 
a ro u n d th e y a r d .” he 
revealed 
"I figured, if I 
didn't get the acting career 
going. I'd have something to

He did get some roles in 
series, a bit part in a film, 
but nothing of consequence. 
C ertainly nothing to en ­ 
courage him to stay in 
Hollywood. 
So Dobson packed and he 
and his wife returned to 
New York. He was back in 
the Big Apple for only a few 
weeks when he heard about 
Kojak.. 
"I got my agent on the 
phone and told him to push 
for me," Dobson rem em ­ 
bered. 
The agent set up an audi­ 
tion. 
“They d idn’t like m e." 
Dobson recalled. “But I per­ 
sisted. I kept after them 
Did som e m ore tests. I 
finally got the role." 
The success of Kojak has 
led to fringe benefits. Dob­ 
son had a minimal role in 
“Midway.” the World War ll 
film about the sea battles in 
the South Pacific. He's also 
starred in one pilot, and 
probably more will come. 
Along the way, he expects to 
star in his own show. 
A rugged-looking young 
m an at 6 feet tall. 170 
pounds, action shows seem 
tailored for him. 
Ironically. Dobson's big 
wish, however, is to come 
back to New York and st ai­ 
on Broadway. 
The closest he got in his 
learning years was a tinv. 
30-seat theater on the lower 
West Side. The theater was 
situated behind a bar 
Now. as he stands on 
Third Avenue, perhaps two 
dozen blocks from the heart 
of the theater district. Dob­ 
son is quickly recognized bv 
pedestrians. They surround 
him. seeking autographs. 
He hands his daughter over 
to his wife. Susan, and ac­ 
comodates his well-wishers

QUILTING 
During the winter months 
the ladies would get together 
at one house for quiltings. 
The hostess would have the 
quilt frames set up ready to 
use. She would have enough 
quilt squares done up and 
provide 
other 
materials 
necessary to make a quilt. 
A quilt frame consisted of 
four boards which could be 
pinned together to form a 
rectangle the size of a quilt. 
Several holes about an inch 
apart in each end of the 


together, sometimes on the 
tredle sewing machine, but 
usually byhand. 
With the top in place the 
ladies 
gathered 
around, 
sitting 
on 
cane-bottomed 
chairs and, with needle, 
thread and thimble, started 
stitching the layers together, 
slowly, surely, with a feeling 
no machine could match. 
The stitching was done amid 
talk that bordered on gossip 
(not gossip really, more like 
conversation of community 
affairs). 


QUILTING 


boards allowed for ad­ 
justment. Large nails fitted 
into the holes to pin the 
corners 
together. 
The 
frames were hung about 30” 
above the floor by cords 
attached to hooks in the 
ceiling. They were pulled up 
to the ceiling when not in use. 


The bottom, or backing, of 
the quilt was the first thing to 
be put on the frame. It was 
usually a large piece of 
u n b l ea c h e d 
m us l in , 
sometimes dyed a pretty 
color (some quilters just 
used a sheet). 
It was 
stretched tightly and pinned 
to cloth strips that had been 
tacked over the length of the 
frames. 
Next a “batting” or layer 
of cotton was placed over the 
muslin. The cotton had been 
carded to an even thickness 
The top, the pretty part, was 
put carefully in place over 
the cotton. 
The top was made of 
several “squares” or small 
pieces of material about 12” 
square that had some sort of 
design on them. The designs 
were 
patchwork, 
em ­ 
broidered, cross-stitched or 
might be colored pieces sewn 
to a plain background. The 
squares were all sewn 


The stitches had to be done 
to a set pattern. Each had to 
be the same length and 
pulled to just the right 
tautness. When stitching was 
finished on the outer part the 
frames were unpinned and 
rolled up so that the inner 
part of the quilt could be 
reached. When the stitching 
was done the quilt was 
removed from the frame and 
a border was sewn around its 
edge. 
The thing I remember 
most about quilting was the 
fun young boys could have. 
We would crawl under the 
quilt as they were working 
on it and we would pretend it 
was a big circus tent or a 
fluffy cloud. We would 
sometimes stand up and 
push our heads up into the 
softness of it only to get 
thumped with a thimbled 
finger and told to get down 
lest we catch a needle in our 
heads. One lady disapproved 
of pets in the house and had a 
general dislike for dogs. For 
meanness we used to get 
right by her leg under the 
quilt and growl. She was 
usually the first one to leave. 
The quilts would last for 
many years, most being 
handed down. Many are still 
in use today.

September city bill drops, 
but ifs still second highest 


D espite the biggest drop 
between monthly bill totals this 
year, the City of Georgetown 
fielded its second-highest tab of 
1976 last Tuesday night with a 
total bill of $189,079.40 for goods 
and services rendered the city 
during September. 
The Georgetown City Council 
approved paym ent of that 
amount to 101 individual and 
corporate billers with $6,703.75 
from the city’s General Fund 
and $182,375.65 from the Utility 
Fund. 
THE SEPTEM BER BILL 
rep resen ts 
a 
decrease 
of 
$42,137.79 from the August bill, 
which was the highest of the 
year so far at $231,217.19. That 
fluctuation was the third largest 
of 1976 and the single biggest 
drop between monthly totals. 
The highest 
fluctuations this 
year were both increases, one of 
almost $78,000 between July and 
August, the other an almost 
$60,000 leap between June and 
July. 
Third highest monthly bill the 
city has received this year was 
a $179,567.31 bill submitted in 
June. 
Asst. City Manager W. L. 
Walden said a combination of 
factors accounted for the big 
drop. 
“WE BOUGHT a lot of sup­ 
plies last month (August) that 
we didn’t have to buy this month 
(S ep tem b er),” he explained. 
“For instance, $3,000 worth of 
utility poles, $3,100 worth of 
insurance, $5,000 out of city 
funds for paving, 
various 
electrical and water supplies, 
and so on.” 
As usual, the Lower Colorado 
River Authority (LCRA) sent 
the 
single 
biggest 
bill, 
$156,345.99 for 6,088,000 kilowatt 
hours worth of electricity. In­ 
cluded in that amount was a 
$58,984.85 bill for the electricity 
itself, and $97,361.13 demand for 
the cost of fuel used to produce 
the electricity, the “fuel ad­ 
justm ent” 
charge. 
But that 
total was $20,419.96 less than 
LCRA billed the city during 
August. 
“ THAT’S WHAT makes it 
look so bad, that LCRA’s bill 
went down $20,000 but our 
fuelcharge went up,” said 
Walden. He referred to the 15 


percent fuel charge increase 
that city electricity customers 
will find on their hills next 
month. The Council hiked the 
fuel charge from 94 percent of 
the total flat rate bill for elec­ 
tricity to 109 percent at the 
Tuesday night meeting. 
“The reason for that is that 
we expect to bill only $90,000 


w orth 
of 
electricity 
next 
month," Walden explained. 
So far this year, the city has 
paid $1,428,055.70 for goods and 
services, 
an 
av erag e 
of 
$119,004.64 per month. 
That 
money has been paid to 88 
billers, for an av erag e of 
$1,608.17 paia per bill. The city 
is averaging 74 bills per month.

Jury Still O u t . .. Livestock Slaughter Increases . 
Still A Problem. 


Although the final figures for 1976 are not yet in, 


Texas is making progress in its goal to become number one 
in agriculture production in the nation. 
It now appears Texas will remain as the nation's 


leading cotton producing state and will retain its number 
one position in grain sorghum. 
By far and away, Texas will retain its number one 


ranking in many categories of livestock. 
Sorghum harvesting is continuing in the northern 


sections, and the prediction of about 318,000,000 bushels 
for this year is down from last year but production is still 
sufficient to keep Texas number one in that commodity. 
The cotton crop this year is also still being harvested, 


but the total production is expected to be around a million 
bales higher than a year ago. 
The corn crop this year is probably the most dramatic 


increase of any single commodity percentagewise in the 
state. Corn production this year is estimated at around 
161.000.000 
bushels 
which 
would 
be 
more 
than 
45.000.000 bushels more than last year. 
Also of importance is the yield per acre. A whopping 


115 bushei-per-acre average is set for Texas this year. 
That's more per acre than the midwestern states. This 


past year, Texas ranked 11th in the nation in total corn 
production with 113,300,000 bushels. Based on predictions 
so far this year, Texas could easily move into the top 10 
states in corn production. 


In livestock, Texas has no state close on its heels. Total 


cattle and calves in the state as of Jan. 1 is estimated at 
15,600,000 head; that's more than twice as many as the 
second leading state, Iowa. 
Texas is also number one in cattle feeding; it is number 


one in numbers of beef cows that have calves (more than 
twice as many as second-ranking Missouri), and the state is 
number one in all sheep and lambs.

Drummond emphasized that all prices were 
tentative estimates. 
A budget request by incumbent Constable 
Charles Fuller of Taylor’s Justice Precinct 6 
included a police car “ fully equipped as the 
Sheriff Dept., furnished (new) Rifle, Shotgun, 
and also pistol and equipment same as S. O. 
Dept.” The only constable making budget 
requests when they were due from incumbents in 
June, Fuller’s request for a new electric 
typewriter and adding machine were the only 
ones granted — if used machines already owned 
by the county could be substituted, com­ 
missioners decided. 
To Drummond, Taylor Commissioner W. F. 
Schlickeisen said, “ I think if we buy it for one 
and the rest of them request it we will have to 
buy it for all.” 
“ That would be fair: we’d have to buy it for 
all,” agreed Granger Commissioner Robert 
Rozacky. 
“ I think we ought to study these (requests) 
before we make a decision on it,” Commissioner 
Wesley Foust concluded the discussion. 
-0- 
On Foust’s motion commissioners accepted a 
$28,085 low bid from Anderson Mach Company in 
San Antonio on a front end loader for Precinct 
Two. 
In addition to the eight bids received on that 
item, two bids were considered for a brush cutter 
for the precinct. The $17,645 low from Holt 
Machinery Company, also in San Antonio, was 
also accepted by Foust. 


No action was taken following discussion with 
CETA (Comprehensive Employment Training 
Act) Coordinator Kathy Swift, who advised 
commissioners that while funding for county 
employees paid through the CETA program will 
end, as predicted, October 31, the possibility 
exists that a supplement amount will be added to 
the fund. 
But she noted that eligibility requirements on 
the employment could also change. 
Commissioners agreed that no action could be 
taken unless more definite details became 
available. 
C U RREN TLY their policy, voted upon in 
September, is to place only the county jailers and 
Assistant County Attorney Bill Stubblefield — 
who is the unopposed Democratic nominee for 
county attorney — on the county payroll.

IN ADDITION to the TEC listings, the office 
handles local employment offerings as well as 
openings listed with the City of Austin and the 
State Comproller’s Office — which are received 
twice monthly — and Travis County and the 
Mental Health-Mental Retardation office, which 
mail new listings weekly.

Lone Star wants rate hike 


Lone Star Gas Company has filed a request for 
a rate increase which it is estim ated would raise 
the Georgetown residential custom er s average 
monthly bill for natural gas by about $1.97. 
Lone Star's local m anager B B “ Bill” Smith 
filed the application asking for an eight percent 
annual rate of return here on Thursday, for 
consideration by the Georgetown City Council at 
its next regular meeting November 9. “ We would 
like this to go into effect November 19,” said 
Smith. 
According to the local m anager. Lone Star’s 
Georgetown distribution system earned only a 
18 percent rate of return in 1975, and needs 
$76,784 to cover its revenue deficiency. 
IIF. EXPLAINED that Lone Star has ex­ 
perienced increased costs of operation due 
mainly to inflation and unrecovered costs of 
purchased gas, which he said substantially 
eroded the com pany's earnings. 
“These costs result from the rapidly rising gas 
prices during the last few years,” said Smith. 
“ For example, our average cost of gas climbed 
from 18c per thousand cubic feet (Mcf) in 1971 to 


$1.03 in June of this year, a 472 percent increase 
Utility earnings declined from $23 3 million in 
1971 to $13 1 million in 1975, or 44 percent." 
Smith added that Lone Star had unrecovered 
gas costs of $14 2 million during the 14 months 
ended in August, though the Texas State 
Railroad Commission authorized the company in 
June of 1975 to recover 85 percent of its increase 
in the average cost of gas (above a base of 73 
cents) from re sid e n tia l and com m ercial 
deliveries at the city gate 
LONE STAR was granted a Georgetown rate 
increase of 12.76 percent just over a year ago, in 
Septem ber of 1975. It was estim ated then that the 
hike would raise the local residential custom er's 
average monthly bill 
(based on estimated 
consumption of 7,OOO Mcf) by about $1.34, or 
about $16 per year. The estim ated increase for 
the current request is based on estim ated 
monthly usage of 8,000 Met 
“ It’s mainly the higher price of gas at the 
wellhead,” Smith explained, adding that Lone 
S tar has ex p erien ced inflation throughout 
several aspects of its operation. 


Asked whether the current increase request 
would take care of the company’s needs. Smith 
said, “ We hope this will take care of it; we feel 
like this is the request we ll go with.” In June of 
1975, the company sought a loc per thousand 
cubic feet increase, then revised that the request 
upward to 19 8c in July. 


“ WE FEEL the request is fully justified, and 
w e feel we can prove this through the exhibits we 
have filed with the city." said Smith “We hope 
they won t cut our request any If they do. we d 
just have to deal w ith it at that tim e.” 


Smith said the company is examining its rates 
of return in other Texas cities as well, and may 
file rate increase requests elsewhere He said it 
was his understanding that the company has 
filed one such request in Killeen 


Georgetown Mayor John Doerfler said he had 
not had time to study the rate increase requests 
and so would prefer not to comment 
“ But I 
understand it would be a substantial increase,” 
he did say

Absentee vote picks up ofter slow stort 


Eight persons made it to Williamson County 
Clerk Dick Cervenka’s office to vote absentee in 
person Wednesday morning, the first absentee 
voting day, but 28 more had followed suit by the 
end of the week 
Although about 200 absentee ballots for the 
county have been mailed overseas and outside 
the state, any registered Williamson County 
voter who will be within the county between 
October 13 and 29. the duration of the absentee 
voting period, must vote in person at the clerk’s 
office if he will not be able to vote at the polls 
November 2. 
Of course, only persons who were registered at 
least 30 days before the election — by October I 
— are eligible to vote in the presidential election. 
“ Lots of people think they can come in here and 
register and then vote absentee but you can’t do 
it,” Cervenka reiterated. 
“We cannot mail ballots out after the 29th,” he 
reminded persons who ;;<l! he outside the county 
not only on November 2 but all during the ab­ 
sentee voting period, “ but we can receive a voted 
ballot until I p.m. the day of the election. 
“ If you are in the county you have to vote 
absentee in person,” he stressed. 
Persons 65 and older are exempt from this 
ruling, however, as are those who are physically 
unable to vote in person. 
Persons using the physical disability exem p­ 
tion to vote absentee by mail must accompany 
their request for an application for an absentee 


ballot with a doctor’s certificate confirming the 
disability. 
“ A LOT OF PEOPLE are still confused about 
voting this ballot, because in a party prim ary 
election once you have voted you have to stay 
with that party. 
“ But in a general election 
like this one 
the 
voter can vote anyway he chooses; straight or 
mixed, for an independent or write-in can­ 
didates. 
“The only thing involved there is that when 
you have voted in a party election there is a 
pledge on the ballot that you would support the 
party nominees—but th at’s only a pledge. T hat’s 
not the law, because no one knows how you vote 
on the general election 


“You vote however you feel you should vote,” 
said the county clerk 
He also urges each voter to come to the polls 
prepared: bring your voter registration card. 
“ It s much easier for the voter and the people 
who are working with the election If they don’t 
bring their cards then they have to sign an af- 
fadavit stating they have lost or misplaced the 
registration card 
Not only federal and state candidates but 
district, county and local nominees will appear 
on Williamson County ballots. 
Locally only the Georgetown county com­ 
missioners' position is contested, with Democrat 
Carl Lidell facing Republican Jimmy Coffman in 
that race.

By the middle 1860’s 
more than 30 companies were operating in Texas They required 
some 2.000 horses and mules as motive power Four to six horses 
or mules were needed to pull the typical stage at an average 
speed of five to eight miles an hour 
A good day s travel was 50 miles and often less At night both 
passengers and the horses or mules rested at one of the many 
small inns built especially for the convenience of the stage lines 
Lodging was usually dormitory style, with men in one room and

Wha! is it. Harry ii wonders, that gets Americans so 
excited about those who keep their heads while all 
around them are losing theirs-’ 
The publishing of Mary Hemingway’s memoir. “How 
It VV as, 
remind^ Harry of Ernest Hemingway’s justly 
famous definition of courage as grace under pressure ” 
Here he believes, is the Code of Cool at its best, yet 
what a mixed effect it has had’ Public faces from Hum­ 
phrey Bogart to John F Kennedy have set themselves 
at temperatures from frozen solid to just-this-side-of- 
thaw as the American male has practiced looking like a 
Hemingway hero 
As a branch of stoicism, as a style of behavior for 
men in a bad situation (such as war or running out of 
gas on the Painted Desert), the Code of Cool cannot be 
faulted. Harry concedes He thinks the problem occurs 
when this cnsis-philosophy - essentially designed for 
survival rn physical emergencies - is applied as an all­ 
purpose approach to life. 
Harry’s simplified and selected history of American 
archetypes reads like this

POLITICAL PIPELINE: A

The late Congressanan Wright

But on the Watergate tapes. 
Richard Nixon can be heard dis­ 
cussing the Patman investiga­ 
tion inside the Oval Office.

John Ehrlichman. to 
talk to Gerald Ford about block­ 
ing this early Watergate probe. 
But apparently, no one ever 
bothered to ask Ehrlichm an 
whether he spoke to Ford. Not 
even the Watergate prosecutors 
put the question to him So we 
reached Ehrlichm an in New 
Mexico and asked him. His 
answer was absolutely no; he 
had not asked Ford to intervene 
to block the Patman probe.

IT PAYS TO BE POOR 
Young Paul is getting m arried this month. 
Parents at such a time are likely to reflect on the 
similarities and the differences “ back when we started 
housekeeping.” 
THE SPARKLE in the eyes is the same, generation after 
generation, but the economic facts of life keep changing. 
I know what diligence it is going to require for my son and 
his bride to make their house payments and car payments 
and otherwise to upkeep themselves — and it hurts me. 
The young folks are too happy right now to care, but it 
hurts me to realize that they are both going to have to work to 
make ends meet. And that, both working, their take-home 
Pay will be less than what a poor family in Chicago receives 
for doing nothing! 
It pays to be poor 
SOME POLITICIANS are making political hay of a Census 
Bureau report that “ the number of poor people in the United 
States is increasing.” The report identifies the “poverty 
level - as less than $5,500 per year. But that report, focusing 
on “cash income.” is deceiving. 
An average family with no cash income at all is hardly 
“poor” anymore. 
For example. Take a typical family in the much publicized 
Cabrini-Green apartm ents in Chicago. This is “government 
housing.” 


Taxpayers subsidize the families housed therein at an 
annual cost of $6,500 per unit. (And that cost escalates every 
year.) 


AVERAGE WELFARE for each family in that housing 
project amounts, in round figures, to $3,500. 
Now the poor family has an equivalent net income of 
$10,000 a year. 
But that’s not all. 
Additionally, the average family in that housing project 
will receive food stamps, medical and dental care totaling 
another thousand dollars a year. This makes the cost to you, 
the taxpayer, of upkeeping a typical family in Cabrini-Green 
$ 11,000. 
And that’s not all. 


AVERAGE COST for public housing construction in the 
United States is $30,000 per apartm ent. 
Now we add the cost of constructing the housing plus the 
interest cost (to the taxpayer) and the several other welfare 
benefits which occupants can claim -an d the poor family, for 
doing nothing, is being upkept by you at a cost of $13,000 per 
year 


It is difficult to construe any such family as “poor.1’ Rather 
it is the medium-income taxpaying wage earner who is poor 
For. because these welfare families pay no taxes, you’d 
have to earn more than $15,000 a year to end up with as much 
as they get for doing nothing. 


UP TO HERE. I'm documented with specific dollars and 
cents. But from here on, I have found nobody who can 
compute the less obvious costs of maintaining that poor 
family for these costs involve additional county and city aid 
which varies: 


—Costs of building and staffing medical centers and day­ 
care centers. 


-T h e astronomical bureaucracy - federal, regional and 
local 


The physical buildings and personnel in the several 
departm ents involved in the administration 
ployment and welfare including food 
medical and educational aid 


A CONSERVATIVE guesstimate of these additional costs 
which taxpayers pay to support so-called “ poor people” 
wrings the total bill to approximately $20,000 per family per 


Now you see why it was cheaper to care for the poor when 
we allowed volunteer charities to do it! 


When politicians demand more for “ poor people,” it’s time 
we remind them that the only poor people left in our country 
are those who work for a living!

AUSTIN NOTEBOOK 


By Stuart Long 


AUSTIN — “Look out how you use proud words,” 
the poet Carl Sandburg warned. 
“When you let proud words go, it is not easy to call 
them back. They wear long boots, hard boots.” 
Words — proud and otherwise — are what political 
campaigns are made of — and both presidential 
candidates this year have watched their words 
striding off into the distance, leaving them coughing 
and wheezing in the dust. 
Jimmy Carter’s famous—or infamous—interview 
and remarks about Lyndon Johnson and Gerald 
Ford’s faux pas on Eastern Europe have marched off 
into history—although no one is sure yet which can­ 
didate may end up looking at his slip as a major 
misstep, and which as only an unpleasant footnote. 
Words breed words—in press 
conferences, 
in 
debates, and in pulpits. 
Witness Dr. W. A. Criswell’s endorsement of Gerald 
Ford last week. 
That provoked thousands of words—some critical, 
some laudatory. 
Criswell’s remarks were seen by some as violating 
the spirit of separating church and state. 
Others saw the action as an exercise in freedom of 
speech — and as taking a stand in the best tradition of 
Christian citizenship. 
Such is the impact of words, and on such som etim es 
slight appearing things great issues often turn. 
Words from the two candidates and their sup­ 
porters, such as Dr. Criswell, are likely to turn the 
question of how Texas goes — since indications are 
that the presidential race here grows tighter and 
tighter as Nov. 2 nears. 
Carter’s campaign officials aren’t saying what the 
polls indicate on Carter’s situation in Texas, although 
Chairman Bob Armstrong reports Carter is leading 
with 55 to 58 per cent of the vote. 
Ford’s campaign workers here say the margin for 
Carter is only four per cent — and they say they’re 
closing the gap. 
Earlier, Carter’s lead appeared to be around eight 
or nine per cent — so his advantage has been trimmed 
substantially— but not disastrously. 
Meanwhile, words continue to fly—with Ronald 
Reagan coming to Texas to launch some on behalf of 
the man who defeated him for the GOP nomination. 
Several factors will be involved in the November 
election — with weather and the question of who can 
turn out their voters being among the major ones. 
Traditionally, the Republicans do better at getting 
their folks out than do the Democrats, per capita — so 
the GOF is hoping for a light turnout. 
Accordingly, the Democrats are targeting the 13 
most populous counties for special get-out-the-vote 
efforts. 
But most observers feel the biggest factor this year 
is which candidate makes the worst mistake — or 
which one makes the worst mistake closest to election 
day. 
That mistake—or mistakes could com e at the third 
of the presidential debates, they believe. 
So both candidates will be watching their words 
carefully — since both have seen firsthand how 
damaging an inapt comment can be. 
If they don’t know, they can always ask Earl Butz. 
“A word fitly spoken,” as it says in Proverbs, “is 
like apples of gold in pictures of silver.” 
But one bad slip of the tongue can cost an elec­ 
tion—since voters ultimately have the last word.

how any sketch comedians 
can work well with the 
cards. Personally, I couldn’t 
have seen them because of 
my eyes. I know .Jimmy 
Durante couldn't read them 
anyway There is always the 
tendency to begin to look for 
them, or stare, and then how 
can you do the bit" 
Going into live television 
for me was just a transition

vaudeville. In the 1940s I 
toured in “Hold On to Your 
Hats* with Al Jolson and 
Ruby Keeler.

because most of us had 
known one another before.

Kevin Dobson no 
longer rides the rails

NEW YORK - Kevin Dob­ 
son bounced his 20-month- 
old daughter in his arms, 
a n d lo o k e d 
up T h ir d 
Avenue from the mid-Thir- 
ties on M anhattan’s east 
side. 
“Boy do I know this area,” 
he exclaimed. “I used to 
work this neighborhood, 
and not too long ago. I drove 
cabs, and I bartended here 
-- a t 
a 
p l a c e c a ll e d 
Brews’s.’’ 
That was only five years 
ago, before he went to 
Hollywood to pursue an act­ 
ing c a re e r that is now' 
b e g in n in g to p a y off 
h a n d s o m e ly . K e v in is 
Detective Bobby Crocker on 
“Kojak.” The show has been 
a hit, and for Telly Savalas, 
its main character, stardom 
has been extraoridnary the 
past year. Much rubs off on 
the supporting cast. 
Dobson stood at the cor­ 
ner during a break in shoot­ 
ing of a Kojak episode. 
Shooting in New York not 
only pleased Savalas, but 
d e l i g h t e d D o b s o n . It 
brought both back home. 
A little more than five 
y e a rs ago, Dobson was 
punching tickets as a con­ 
ductor on the Long Island 
Railroad. His wife’s sister 
knew someone who made 
good money in com m er­ 
cials, and she thought Kevin 
had the right look for com­ 
mercials. He was a good­ 
looking, wiry type, who 
had played and starred in 
baseball at high school, but 
saw ' 
h i s c h a n c e 
f o r 
organized baseball disin­ 
te g ra te when he had to go 
into the Armed Services. 
Back home a fte r the 
A rm y, w orking for the 
LIRR looked like a secure 
future. But the notion of 
com m ercials appealed to 
him, so he put together a 
portfolio and started mak­ 
ing the rounds, wearing a 
business suit, carrying the 
portfolio. 


But no matter where he 
was, Dobson never forgot he 
had to make the 5 15 at 
Penn Station He carried his 
co n d u c to r’s cap in his 
portfolio 
It didn t take long to be 
cast in commercials. In fact, 
his first effort proved suc­ 
cessful, and it whetted his 
appetite for acting 
He left the railroad and 
started hacking, joining the 
N e ig h b o rh o o d T h e a te r, 
enlisting in classes, and act­ 
ing off-off-Broadway. 
“I’d run my cab until cur­ 
tain time. then drive up to 
the theater, park, go in and 
rush to the s ta g e .” he 
recalled 
It led to a part in the na­ 
tional company of "The Im­ 
possible Years.” That led 
him to HOLLYWOOD. 
Roles did not come easy. 
So he w ent\back to the 
railroads He got a job as an 
apprentice engineer 
"I jockeyed the engine? 
a r o u n d th e y a r d . ” he 
revealed. "I figured, if I 
didn t get the acting career 
going. I d have something to 


' ' 
u h 
tall back on. 
He did get some roles in 
series, a bit part in a film. 
but nothing of consequence. 
Certainly nothing to e n ­ 
courage him to stay in 
Hollywood 
So Dobson packed and he 
and his wife returned to 
New- York. He was back in 
the Big Apple for only a few 
weeks when he heard about 
Kojak.. 
“I got my agent on the 
phone and told him to push 
tor me. 
Dobson rem em ­ 
bered. 
The agent set up an audi­ 
tion. 
“They didn’t like me." 
Dobson recalled "But I per­ 
sisted. I kept after them 
Did some more tests. I 
finally got the role.” 
The success of Kojak has 
led to fringe benefits. Dob­ 
son had a minimal role in 
“Midway,’ the World War II 
film about the sea battles in 
the South Pacific. He’s also 
starred in one pilot, and 
probably more will come 
Along the way, he expects to 
star in his own show 
A rugged-looking young 
man at 6 feet tall 
170 
pounds, action shows seem 
tailored for him 
Ironically. Dobson s big 
wish. however, is to come 
back to New York and star 
on Broadway. 
The closest he got in his 
learning years was a tiny. 
30-seat theater on the lower 
West Side. The theater was 
situated behind a bar 
Now. as he stands on 
Third Avenue, perhaps two 
dozen blocks from the heart 
of the theater district. Dob­ 
son is quickly recognized bv 
pedestrians. They surround 
nim. set king autographs 
He hands his daughter over 
to his wife. Susan, and ac­ 
comodates his vvell-w i?her>

QUILTING 
During the winter months 
the ladies would get together 
at one house for quiltings. 
The hostess would have the 
quilt frames set up ready to 
use. She would have enough 
quilt squares done up and 
provide 
other 
m aterials 
necessary to make a quilt. 
A quilt fram e consisted of 
four boards which could be 
pinned together to form a 
rectangle the size of a quilt. 
Several holes about an inch 
apart in each end of the 


together, sometimes on the 
tredle sewing machine, but 
usually by hand. 
With the top in place the 
ladies 
gathered 
around, 
sitting 
on 
ca ne-bottomed 
chairs 
and. 
with 
needle, 
thread and thimble, started 
stitching the layers together, 
slowly, surely, with a feeling 
no machine could 
match. 
The stitching was done amid 
talk that bordered on gossip 
(not gossip really, more like 
conversation of community 
affairs).

boards 
allow ed 
for 
a d ­ 
justment. Large nails fitted 
into the holes to pin the 
co rn ers 
together. 
The 
fram es were hung about 30” 
above the floor by cords 
attached to hooks 
in the 
ceiling. They were pulled up 
to the ceiling when not in use. 


The bottom, or backing, of 
the quilt was the first thing to 
be put on the fram e. It was 
usually

(some quilters just

sh eet). 
It 
was 
stretched tightly and pinned 
to cloth strips that had been 
tacked over the length of the 
fram es. 
Next a “batting” or layer 
of cotton was placed over the 
muslin. The cotton had been 
carded to an even thickness. 
The top, the pretty part, was 
put carefully in place over 
the cotton. 
The

of 
several “squares” or small 
pieces of material about 12” 
square that had some sort of 
design on them. The designs 
w ere 
patchw ork, 
e m ­ 
broidered, cross-stitched or 
might be colored pieces sewn 
to a plain background. The

The stitches had to be done 
to a set pattern. E ach had to 
be 
the sam e 
length and 
pulled 
to 
just 
the

tautness. When stitching was 
finished on the outer part the 
fram es were unpinned and 
rolled up so that the inner 
part of the quilt could be 
reached. When the stitching

the 
quilt

removed from the fram e and 
a border was sewn around its 
edge.

rem em ber 
most about quilting was the 
fun young boys could have. 
We would crawl under the 
quilt as they were working 
on it and we would pretend it 
was a big circus tent or a

softness of it only to get 
thumped with a 
thimbled 
finger and told to get down 
lest we catch a needle in our 
heads. One lady disapproved 
of pets in the house and had a 
general dislike for dogs.

September city bill drops, 
but ifs still second highest 


Despite the biggest drop 
between monthly bill totals this 
year, the City of Georgetown 
fielded its second-highest tab of 
1976 last Tuesday night with a 
total bill of $189,079.40 for goods 
and services rendered the city 
during September. 
The Georgetown City Council 
approved payment of that 
amount to 101 individual and 
corporate billers with $6,703.75 
from the city’s General Fund 
and $182,375.65 from the Utility 
Fund. 
T H E S E P T E M B E R B IL L 
represents 
a 
decrease 
of 
$42,137.79 from the August bill, 
which was the highest of the 
year so far at $231,217.19. That 
fluctuation was the third largest 
of 1976 and the single biggest 
drop between monthly totals. 
The highest 
fluctuations this 
year were both increases, one of 
almost $78,000 between July and 
August, the other an almost 
$60,000 leap between June and 
July. 
Third highest monthly bill the 
city has received this year was 
a $179,567.31 bill submitted in 
June. 
Asst. City Manager W. L. 
Walden said a combination of 
factors accounted for the big 
drop. 
“ W E BOUGHT a lot of sup­ 
plies last month (August) that 
we didn’t have to buy this month 
(Sep tem b er),” he explained. 
“ For instance, $3,000 worth of 
utility poles, $3,100 worth of 
insurance, $5,000 out of city 
funds 
for 
paving, 
various 
electrical and water supplies, 
and so on.” 
As usual, the Lower Colorado 
River Authority (LC R A ) sent 
the 
single 
biggest 
bill, 
$156,345.99 for 6,088,000 kilowatt 
hours worth of electricity. In­ 
cluded in that amount was a 
$58,984.85 bill for the electricity 
itself, and $97,361.13 demand for 
the cost of fuel used to produce 
the electricity, the “ fuel ad­ 
justment” 
charge. 
But 
that 
total was $20,419.96 less than 
LC RA billed the city during 
August. 
“ TH AT’S WHAT makes it 
look so bad, that LC R A ’s bill 
went 
down 
$20,000 
but 
our 
fuelcharge went up,” said 
Walden. He referred to the 15 


percent fuel charge increase 
that city electricity customers 
will find on their bills next 
month. The Council hiked the 
fuel charge from 94 percent of 
the total flat rate bill for elec­ 
tricity to 109 percent at the 
Tuesday night meeting. 
“ The reason for that is that 
we expect to bill only $90,000 


worth 
of 
electricity 
next 
month,” W’alden explained. 
So far this year, the city has 
paid $1,428,055.70 for goods and 
services, 
an 
average 
of 
$119,004.64 
per 
month. 
That 
money has been paid to 88 
billers, for an average of 
$1,608 17 paid per bill. The city 
is averaging 74 bills per month.

Jury Still O u t, . . Livestock Slaughter Increases. 
Still A Problem. 


Although the final figures for 1976 are not yet in, 
Texas is making progress in its goal to become number one 
in agriculture production in the nation. 


It now appears Texas will remain as the nation's 
leading cotton producing state and will retain its number 
one position in grain sorghum. 


By far and away, Texas will retain its number one 
ranking in many categories of livestock. 
Sorghum harvesting is continuing in the northern 
sections, and the prediction of about 318,000,000 bushels 
for this year is down from last year but production is still 
sufficient to keep Texas number one in that commodity. 
The cotton crop this yea) is also still tx?ing haivested, 
but the total production is expected to be around a million 
bales higher than a year ago. 


The corn crop this year is probably the most dramatic 
increase of any single commodity petcentagewise in the 
state. Corn production this year is estimated at aiound 
161.000.000 
bushels 
which 
would 
be 
more 
than 
45.000.000 bushels more than last yeai. 
Also of importance is the yield per acre. A whopping 
115 bushel-per-acre average is set for Texas this year. 
That's more per acre than the midwestern states. This 
past year, Texas ranked 11th in the nation in total corn 
production with 113,300,000 bushels. Based on predictions 
so far this year, Texas could easily move into the top 10 
states in corn production. 


In livestock, Texas has no state close on its heels. Total 
cattle and calves in the state as of Jan. I is estimated at 
15,600,000 head; that's more than twice as many as the 
second leading state. Iowa. 


Texas is also number one in cattle feeding; it is number 
one in numbers of beef cows that have calves (more than 
twice as many as second-ranking Missouri), and the state is 
number one in all sheep and lambs.

Drummond emphasized that all prices were 
tentative estimates. 
A budget request by incumbent Constable 
Charles Fuller of Taylor’s Justice Precinct 6 
included a police car “ fully equipped as the 
Sheriff Dept., furnished (new) Rifle, Shotgun, 
and also pistol and equipment same as S. O. 
Dept.” The only constable making budget 
requests when they were due from incumbents in 
June, Fuller’s request for a 
new electric 
typewriter and adding machine were the only 
ones granted — if used machines already owned 
by the county could be substituted, com­ 
missioners decided. 
To Drummond, Taylor Commissioner W. F. 
Schlickeisen said, “ I think if we buy it for one 
and the rest of them request it we will have to 
buy it for all.” 
“ That would be fair: we’d have to buy it for 
all,” agreed Granger Commissioner Robert 
Rozacky. 
“ I think we ought to study these (requests) 
before we make a decision on it,” Commissioner 
W'esley Foust concluded the discussion. 


-0- 
On Foust’s motion commissioners accepted a 
$28,085 low bid from Anderson Mach Company in 
San Antonio on a front end loader for Precinct 
Two. 
In addition to the eight bids received on that 
item, two bids were considered for a brush cutter 
for the precinct. The $17,645 low from Holt 
Machinery Company, also in San Antonio, was 
also accepted by Foust. 


No action was taken following discussion with 
CETA (Comprehensive Employment Training 
Act) Coordinator Kathy Swift, who advised 
commissioners that while funding for county 
employees paid through the CETA program will 
end, as predicted, October 31, the possibility 
exists that a supplement amount will be added to 
the fund. 
But she noted that eligibility requirements on 
the employment could also change. 
Commissioners agreed that no action could be 
taken unless more definite details became 
available. 
CURREN TLY their policy, voted upon in 
September, is to place only the county jailers and 
Assistant County Attorney Bill Stubblefield — 
who is the unopposed Democratic nominee for 
county attorney — on the county payroll. Other 
jobs now funded with the federal money would 
end with the funding. 
Swift also discussed an office trainee working 
for the county under her supervision, an item 
commissioners had tabled from their September 
27 session. 
She explained that the trainee needed to either 
be hired by the county, since her training had 
been completed in the courthouse Justice of the 
Peace office, or be relocated in another training 
position to add skills necessary if she were to find 
a job elsewhere.

(Comprehensive Employment Training Act) 
coordinator at the agency. 
Same-day listings will be at the office each 
Monday through Friday after IO a.m.. when they 
are picked up from the bus station. 
Although the TEC listings have previously 
been available at the CAA office, without a 
microfiche reader regular print-outs had to be 
mailed to Georgetown, where they were received 
a day late. The machine was purchased through 
Title I of the Comprehensive Employment 
Training Act — which deals mainly with placing 
unskilled persons in job training — services are 
being expanded to include the current job 
opening information. 
“ Job seekers interested in any type of em­ 
ployment. from unskilled to the professionals, 
are encouraged to take advantage of the ser­ 
vice,” Kathy said 
EX T R EM ELY ’ EASY to use, the machine is 
located in the front of the office located on the 
north side of the square. CAA secretary Jean 
Joyner, who works nearby, will be handy to help 
first-timers use the reader. 
“ I can teach you to operate it in 30 seconds — 
or less,” she promised “ I just say you do this 
and you do this; that’s it." 
Job classifications, said Jean as she twirled 
through the rows of opportunities, range from 
professional-managerial to clerical and sales to 
service occupations, benchwork, construction, 
welding and equipment operators, tran­ 
sportation and machine trades — and more.

vised, “ You look for the most expensive job and 
then you see if you can do it.” 
Although the CAA office is open from 8-12 and 
1-5, Kathy and Jean agree that arrangements 
could be made to let someone who can be there at 
no other time use the machine at lunch time. 
“ If they are working but want a better job, that 
gets them pretty locked up. But we could 
arrange to be here at lunch,” Kathy decided. 
“ If they want to come at lunch there will be

“ Of course, there is no charge for these ser­ 
vices; funds are received through the Depart­ 
ment of Labor,” Kathy explained. 


IN ADDITION to the TEC listings, the office 
handles local employment offerings as well as 
openings listed with the City of Austin and the 
State Comproller’s Office — which are received 
twice monthly — and Travis County and the 
Mental Health-Mental Retardation office, which 
mail new listings weekly. 


“ Since we are getting this set up we would like 
to increase our local listings,” Kathy invited 
local business men to take advantage of the 
service.
